tion announcing reciprocity with tha 
Spanish islands of Cuba and Porfco Rico, 
under the tariff act of last October, 
with a view ito securing reciprocal 
trade, exempting from duty sugar, mo- 
lasses, coffee and hides, upon their 
importation into the United States.

The Week's Basineu and the Outlook, 


M Reported by B. Q. Dun & Co. 


HEW YOBK,'Aug. 1.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 


Business continues dragging, and , dull, 


Trade" Ht the south Is' peculiarly depressed 
bfloauao there la too .much cotton. With 
3ererul hundred thousands of bales of latt 
year's crop left over In the world's markets 
anil with cotupetenfJudRes predicting an- 
other crop even larger than that of 199J, it Is 
no wonder that prices are low and pro- 
ducers scarcely get enough to pay for rais- 
ing and picking. Hence country merchants 
do not buy freely mid the prospect of u great 
yield which at other times might be helpful, 
tends to produce stagnation. Again,- In 
parts ol the west, whore crops failed 
lastytmr, trade has.not yet recovered Irom 
tho grtiit depression resulting, and as long 
us the corn crop Is ID doubt complete recov- 
ery Is'not to be expected, -In several states 
legislation hostile to capital cause's much 
disturbance. Furthur, tliu collapse of real 
estate speculation in many parts of the 
west and south has brought severe losses 
and embarrassment to many. At tho east 
monetary uncertainties have a powerful 
Influence. European difficulties do not puss 
as quickly or fully as was expected, and 
now serious financial trouble la apprehended 
In Russia because of failure of crops, which 
will only help this country In the end. 
There Is growing doubt whether the move- 
ment of crops' liv-ru will not cause a tem- 
porary drain yi-otiti)!' tiian the eastern money 
markets uau moot;, but IE the grain can be 
sold, t!m fcokl will come. Though no gold 
has been exported, the outgo of currency In 
the west and south Is felt hero and at Bos-

More activity appears lu woolen goods and 
abettor demand for boots und shoes, while 
leather la qulto steady.

At Hurtford mid Buffalo trade Is 
quiet, but the demand for lumber fm 
proves; at Pittsburgh 
business Is un- 


changed and rather Blow; at Cleveland fairly 
good for tho season, and at Cincinnati some- 
what more active. Chicago reports rocolpti 
of wheat seven times larger; of ryo and 
cured moats, lard and wool double last 
year's; of dressed boef u third larger, with 
some Increase In choose and butter. Dry 
goods sales are slightly larger, and good or- 
dors tiro soon for clothing and shoes. At 
Omaha trade Is fair, and at Milwaukee satis- 
factory and Increasing. Activity is noted 
atBt.Punl. Throughout tho northwest tho 
the prospect of crops is exceedingly good, 
at Kansas City wot wcatbor Interferes with 
harvesting. The distribution of goods [son 
a larger scale at St. Louis, and at southern 
points business is dull or only fair. Tho 
great Industries allow no Important change 
for the wo ok, though It must be said that 
dlshoartenmont In tho woolen goods trade 
seems to increase, aud It IB admitted thai 
sales arc not equal to last year's, though the 
trade waa dragging then. Much of the 
trouble Is attributed to excessive credits In 
the clothing trade. In boots and shoes 
there Is continued Improvement. Tho coal 
trade fa still depressed by excessive produc- 
tion, tho output exceeding that of lastyuar 
to date by it,700,000 tons.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The resignation 
Collector Erhardt seems likely to be

Close upon the heels of Er- 
iardt'8 resignation comes the report 
hat Special Treasury Agent Wilbur ia 
ikely to be appointed assistant ap- 
praiser for the port of New York. Ap- 
iralser Cooper said to-day: "I have not 
wen officially notified of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Wilbur and have certainly 
not been consulted in the matter. 
While I was in Washington, however, 
I heard the matter seriously talked of 
rad would not be surprised if the ap- 
pointment was made. If such a step 
should be taken I should regard it aa 
a personal menace to myself. To ap- 
xrint a man for my assistant. who has 
waged a personal fight with me for the 
past eighteen months could be regarded 
n no other light and would, if the threat 
was caried out, be equivalent to de- 
manding my resignation, which I have 
failed thus far to place in the 
handsof the president. As to the motive 
which would lead to Mr. Wilbur's ap- 
pointment, I can safely say that it is 
not at the request of either business 
men nor politicians, but rather ema- 
nates from a body of gentlemen who 
are now filling positions and deciding 
upon questions of which they have to 
say the least, no practical knowledge. 


"As to the motive which would im- 


pel the president to consider the recom- 
mendation of the board of general ap- 
praisers, who would like doubtless to 
have one of their friends in my depart- 
ment, I can say that it is not unusual 
for » person with aspirations for the 
position of chief magistrate of this 
country in the effort to strengthen his 
cause to commit the vory act which 
will be fatal to his hopes. 


"John Sherman once intenfered in 


politics in the state of New York by 
removing the golleetor and1 surveyor. 
By so doing he lost the presidency. 
History has a habit of repeating it- 
self. At the present time, just before 
an important state election is to take 
place, it seems to me that it is a matter 
fraught with much danger to attempt 
to make radical changes.: Mr. Harri- 
son has mode a good president, and his 
renominatlon' is considered as-, a possl 
bility, but there has never been anj 
real enthusiasm for him. To engender 
hostility at this Wine would not, in jny 
estimation, be a-wise thing to do."

The Democratic state 
platform of 


Maryland is probably the worst piece of 
work that was ever put ont to do duty 
or a set of Democrats, and shows the 
isnd of Senator Gorman in every line.
